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EDITORIAL 


PRAGMATIC SUGGESTION 


Governor Jag Mohan gave a practical 
suggestion when he informed the State Cabi- 
net to place the Amarnath shrine under the 
management of a board on the lines of the 
Vaishnov Devi Shrine Board. 


Addressing newsmen, recently, he said 


that the Kashmiri Pandits Association has also 


urged the Government to take over all the 
shrines in the State and place these under 
a board. 


The Governor's suggestion and the 
Kashmiri Pandits' demand are the require- 
ments of the time. The Vaishno Devi 
Board has been able to introduce many 
good programmes that were not possible 
when the shrine was in private hands. The 
Board is thinking of setting up a university 
at the foothills of the Shrine to promote 
study and research of ancient Indian cul- 
ture. The flow of tourists since the take- 
over by the Board has touched the two 
million mark; and is likely to go up. 


The handing over of the management 


of temples, elsewhere, also to Government- 


sponsored bodies, has helped improve 
matters. In Himachal Pradesh, the take- 
over of the management of major temples 
by such trusts has led to increase in the 


offerings and improve amenities. 


The take over under the Himachal 
Pradesh Hindu Public Religions Institutions 
and Charitable Endoments Act, 1984, was 
criticised by the priests on the plea that it 
amounted to interference by the Govern- 
ment in the religious affairs of the people. 
Yet the new managements, comprising 
State nominees, traditional priests and local 
leaders, have been able to improve street 
lighting, drinking water supply’ toilets, free 
“langar” and expand Dharmshalas. 


The extra income has helped 
some temple managements to improve 
infrastructural facilities in their educational 
institutions. The takeover has introduced 


accountablity, resulting in reduced pilferage. 


Let us hope that the taking over of the 


Shrines in Jammu and Kashmir will help 
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improve managements, increase incomes, 
and make the visits of the devotees to these 


places more conveient. 


Places of God need to be looked after 
in an organised way. Such places belong 


to the society and the community. Itis 


chosen representatives of the society and 
the community who should look after these.

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KASHMIR SIXTYFIVE YEARS AGO 


It would appear that most members of 
the community belonging to what may be 
called the post-independence generations 
would hardly believe-the nature and extent 
of the enormous changes that have taken 
place in our total enviroment political, 
economic, social, and human during the 
last sixty to seventy years of our time. But 
those few still surviving members of our 
Population who were born in he first 
decade of twentieth Century can surely 
clai n to have witnessed the movement of 
history Sat ə tempestuous speed almost 


unprecedented in the annals of mankind. 


The vast changes that have occurred 
during this period have been of global 
dimensions, and it would seen that the 
world today has been so basicaliy trans- 
formed during these earth-shaking decades 
that one can hardly recognize any link 
between what the world is today and what 
it was like, say, about the year 1910. Let 
us now, however, confine our attention to 
the changed face of Kashmir during this 


crucial phase of human history. 


Prof. S.L. Pandit 


About sixtyfive years ago the valley of 
Kashmir was still ina Comparatively primit 
ive state or Physical isolation and back- 
wardness of all types. No doubt the capital 
city of Srinagar had by then been linked by 
a metalled cart road to the railhead of 
Rawalpindi, 


Panjab, but most of the 


goods between Rawalpindi 
and Srinagar were still transported both 
ways over bullock carts. It was only in 
1921 that direct road traffic between 
Srinagar and Jammu had been thrown open 
when a smal! tunnel was bored through the 
Pir Panchal Pass at a height of obout nine 
thousand feet above the sea-level. But this 
road-link would remain closed from the 
end of December to the following April; 


commercial 


and the permanent all-weather route linking 
the valley with the world outside was the 
Jehlum Valley Road leading to Rawalpindi, 


from where one could journey by rail right 


upto Jammu. 


In those days the total population of 
of the city of Srinagar, confined then, apart 
from the important suburb of Rainawari, 
to the habitations stretcheing on both 
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banks of the River Vitasta spanned by its 
famous seven bridges, was just one fourth 
of what it is today. The market round 
Maharaj Ganj was then the chief commer- 
cial centre of the town, while the area 
around Amira Kadal and Kothi Bagh was 
merely like a show - window for summer 


visitors to the valley. 


The facilities then available for a 
modern type of education were very meagre 
indeed. Apart from a few primary schools 
in the city, we could then boast of just four 
high schools namely, the State High School 
at Bagh Dilawar Khan, the Sri Pratap High 
School, the Church Mission High School 
run by Rev. Tyndale Biscoe near Fateh 
Kadal, and the Islamia High Schaol There 
was then just one co!lege for boys only, 
the Sri Pratap College, established in 1905. 
Apart from a few lower category schools 
meant exclusively for girls, there were hardly 
any facilities available for female education 
in the city. The notion of having any 
medical or tecahnical institutions in the 


State still lay very much ahead in the womb 
of time. With the vast net-work of general 


and professional institutions and the 
Universities now functioning in both the 
principal regions of the State, it may hardly 
be believed that in those times there was 
no government high school functioning in 


any of the district or mofassil towns in the 


country side of Kashmir. 


In those times, except for an Urdu 
weekly called the Ranbir issued from 
Jammu, no newspapers were allowed to 
be published within the territories of the 
State of Jammu and Kashmir Most educa- 
ted people had to remain contented with 
the perusal of English language and Urdu 
newspapers published from Lahore and 
received in Kashmir quite a few days late. 
The possibility of the radio and the televi- 
sion facilities were still beyond the range of 
the wildest imagination of the common 
people. May be some few people who 
had had opprtunities of traveliing beyond 
the limits of our mounfain-girt valley, were 
aware of a popular means of entertainment, 
called the silent cinema. But most others 
living here were not at all aware of this 
development. Obviously, in those distant 
days any means of popular recreation were 
almost unknown, apart from the very 
occasional colourful functions marking the 
numeious festivals all the year round of 
both Muslims and Hindus | can, however, 
recall that for us school boys of those days 
the autumnal inter-high-school tournaments 
in hockey, football, cricket and boating 
were looked forward to asa very exciting 


source of entertainment. 
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ä may now sound almost incredible, 


but in those times hardly any Kashmir 
womenfolk, old or young, could be seen 
moving through shopping centre. In fact, 
the area that lay beyond Amira Kadal was 


a sort of unknown and out of bounds 
region for our pheran-clad and burqa 
covered ladies, both Muslim and Hindu. 


When we look round at the cruch of 
wheeled traffic all over the city of Srinagar 
today, one can hardly visualize how quiet 
life was here in those by gone times, still 
within the living memory of some of us 
today. Apart from'a score or two of privat- 
ely-owned cars and two or three dozen 
tongas for public hire, the usual means of 
transport for men and goods was boats 
plying up and down the river or along 
several of its connecting ch nnels leading 
to the Dal Lake. Most of the goods traffic 
in the mufassil depended upon pack 
poneys. Whata contrast to the present 
situation in which all normal activities in 
the valley would come to a stand-still if,

through some unforeseen mischance, supply 
of petrol and diesel oil failed to reachus 
for just three or four weeks at a stretch. 
Even fifty years back such a contingency 
would not.have made the slightest impact 
on the economic life of our mountain-girt 
homeland. 


In short, it may be claimed that the 
past sixtyfive years have witnessed such 
overall revolutionary changes in the life 
around us as may not have been recorded 
here in the course of even two or three 
centuries preceding our time. There is no 
doubt that not so long ago life moved in 
Kashmir generally at a much quieter and 
more even pace. when people of my 
generation were very young. To quote the 
well-known words of the celebrated English 
novelist, Charles Dickens “It was the best 
of time ; it.was the worst of times !“ The 
choice between these two extreme views 
depends upon the way one looks at the 


evermoving stream of human history. 


RAMCHANDRA KAK 


Pandit Ramchandra Kak war born in an 
illustrious family of Kashmiri Pandits in 
Srinagar, Kashmir in 1898. He was a true

son of great tradition which he inherited 
from his fore-fathers and lived up to his 
ideals and principles. 
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After graduating from the Punjab University 
in 1915 Pandit Kak persued his studies and 
joined M.A. classes. During his study he 
was selected by J & K Govt. for training in 
Archaeology in India for five years under 
Sir John Marshal, Director General of 


Archaeology, Government of India. 


On his selection for this prestigious 
training in Archaeology the Principal of his 
college Mr. Moore said: “Mr. R.C. Kak is 
not only a brilliant student of English but 
has in-depth knowledge of Sanskrit litera- 
ture for which he deserves all praise. | am 


proud of him”. 


During his training he worked at Taxila, 
Sanchi and most of the places of Archaeo- 
logical importance in India. Trained under 
Sir John Marshal, famous Director General 
of Archaeological Survey of India, Mr. Kak 
acquired the deep knowledge of Archaeo- 
lagy. On complition of his training Sir John 
Marshall said that” Mr. R.C. Kak has superb 
intelligence and his training under me has 
been of immense Research oriented. His 
knowledge of English and History is 
perfect.” 


On completion of his training Kak Sahib 
was appointed Director of Archaeology & 
Research besides Curator of Shri Papart 


Musuem of Jammu & Kashmir State. He 
held this post for ten years and during this 
decade he conducted Archaeological exca- 
vations at Harvan, Belhastal cave, Kalkot 
deodar temple, Basohli, Bimber in Jammu. 
Kistwar upto Billawar. He wrote many 
bcoks including “Ancient Monuments of 
Kashmir, Antiquities of Bhimber And kajourt. 
Antiquities of MAR Wardvan, Antiquities of 
Basohli & Ramnagar and 4 Guide Book of 
S.P. Museum in Srinagar, Ancient Monuments 
of Kashmir is a unique book and a still the 
only authoratative book available on the 
subject and is the Bible of Antiquarians 
which has become a valuable treasure on 


achraeological remains of Kashmir. 


Mr. ML. Saqi of J&K. Academy of 
Art & Culture and Languages writes in 
Sunderwani of 
1984 : “What

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His Museum guide book for S IPS, 
Museum, Srinagar has remained unchanged 
uptil this date. The curator of Dogra 
Art Gallery Jammu said about the Guide 
“Jammu has yet to produce a man of 
Pandit Ram Chandra Kak's calibre who 
could write a guide book of Jammu Art 
Gallery. This guide book has become 
the hall-mark of treasure.“ 


Professor Foucher of London wrote on 
Ancient Monuments of Kashmir (published 
by India Sosiety London): “It seems almost 
miraculous that after single generation one 
of their desecendants is able to write in 
English a work so impartial, so indiciously 
critical on the antiquities of his country. 
But the miracle by intellectual qualities of 
Mr. Kak and Archacological traning for five 
years under Sir John Marshal. In concul- 
sion may we say what surprises most in 
this book is that author is Pure Kashmiri of 
high intellectual brilliance.“ 


Ramchandra Kak‘s aptitude for hard 
work, his superb intelligence and excellent 
administrative capacity earned him honour, 
respect and high Positions After 
returning from London Mr. 8.0. Kak assum- 
ed the charge of Inspector General of 
Customs and Excise, J & K Government. 
He reorganised this department and infused 
life in this vast organisation. He was 

“appointed Foreign and Political Secretary 
of J& K State for his high calibre and 
intergity Mr. Kak’s irrespective of the Post 
he held represented the State at practically 
every political conference in England or in 


India including the Round Table Conference 
and joint parliamentary committee in 
London. It was during round table confer- 
ence and thereafter that he came in contact 
with Mahatma Gandhi in London and in 
India. In 1947 when Gandhiji visited 
Kashmir, Gandhiji went to see him at his 
house and was closeted for about an hour. 
He complimented Mr. Kak for maintaing 
law order in the State, when the rest of 
India was in turmoii. 


His services were requirtioned by Sir 
Gopal Sawami lyenger the then Prime 
Minister of Kashmir and he was made 
Chief Secretary of Jammu and Kashmir 
Govt. During his tenure as Chief Secretary, 
whole Secretarial Procedures were brought 
up to date and Consolidated. Sir Gopal 
Swami lyenger said that “Mr. R.C. Kak has a 
brilliant administrative calibre and is a 
Strict desciplinarian.”’ Having thus exibited 
his capabilities as an brilliant administrator 
he was promoted as Ministre-in-Waiting 
and Army Minister in the State. During 
this assignment ‘Dr. Karan Singh the then 
Yuraj of Kashmir, had the opportunity to 
have a close contact with Pandit R-/C. Kak. 
After departure of Sir B-N. Rao then P.M. 
of Kashmir. R.C. Kak assumed the office of 
Prime Minister of Jammu and Kashmir State 
on June 30,1945. He was the first Kashmiri 
to become the Prime Minister of the State. 
National Conference headed by the Late Shei- 
kh Abdulla welcomed his appointment. This 
was the period when whole of India was in 
turmoil; disturbances were rampart and 
India Was preparing to achieve independ- 
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ence. It was during these times he tackled 
law and order problem tactfully. The public 
in the state generally felt that defiance of 
law was notin the circumstances likely to 
pay dividences. Hence peace reigned in 
the state during his Prime Ministership. a 
notable fact inview of unprecedented 
communal tempest raging along the states 
Boarders in Punjab and N.W.F.P. 


One of the decisive responsible Govern- 
in the State by stages was initiated by Mr. 
Kak. Two of the Elected members of 
Jammu and Kashmir assembly were made 
Ministers. One of the Ministers so appoint- 
ed from Kashmir province was a very im- 
portant member of the National Conference. 
Maulana Azad had appreciated this move 
and expected a compromise between the 
ruler and the National Conference. 


It was sometime in July 1947 that 
Sardar Patel at Delhi had felt that certain 
vicious elements including one ‘Swamiji 
were misguiding the State and accordingly 
adviced Mr. Kak that such advise at the 
present juncture would result in serious 
injury to the interest of the State Mr. Kakon 
return from Delhi sought retirement 
from service on July 30 1947. 
Maharaja of Kashmir accepted his offer of 


resigunation on August 11, 1947, and wrote 
“In the circumstances | think the only 
course left opento me is to permit you to 
retire from service which | do with regret. 
| need hardly refer to your services which 
are well kaown. | hope you will long enjoy 
your well earned rest. “ 


Dr. Karan Singh acknowledging Mr. 
Kak’s political foresight and accumen has 
recorded in his autobiography as under : 
“Ramchandra Kak the one man who has the 
intellectual capacity to make some coherent 
efforts towards an acceptable settlement 
was retired from service and humilated by 


my father”. 


Discussing his peculiar traits Dr. Karan 
Singh further wrote, “Pandit Kak was in 
- many ways a remarkable man, arrogant, but 
unflinching in his adherence to the princi- 
ples in which he belived, He would tell 
me that greatest quality one could develop 
was poise, a calm unparturbility in face of 
any circumstances howsoever unsetting, 
and he displayed this himself in the adver- 
sity that he faced only few years latter. 


On the death of Mr. Kak, Sunder Vani 
and Martand referred to Kak Sahib 
thus: “The intellectual arrogauce inherent 
in his nature never allowed him to bow 
before hooligansim of any kind. He was 
thoroughly a civilised man. There was 
none to guide him. He himself guided his 
destiny. His intellect was the sole spirit 
behind his attainments. He was a genius 
an intellect par-excellence.”’

All prayers are addressed to God, who 
is omnipresent, omnipotent and omniscient 
Heis Nirakar Para-Bhram, Allaha, God, 


Vahe Guru or Bhagavan and have many 
more names. He is Universal Conciousness 
or Universal Cosmic Energy. All kinds of 
prayers are made to God, but the best 
prayer is the one, which has the least 
worldly desires and is offered with full faith 
and in a spirit of surrender to God.

AUM is also called Pranavakara, Nad 


(Sound) Bharma. It is the 
Nirankar (Para-Barham created the ‘Bhrama‘ 
for a period of 100 cosmic years, the sound 
AUM was produced. This sound is the 


‘Aavahanam’ to God. 


said when 


All sacred functions 
start with AUM and all prayers start with 
AUM. Recitation of AUM comprises in fact 
three steps—Aa-OO-Ma. It is said to reflect 
three Gunas—Tamogun, Rajogoun and 
Sathogun, ‘It also represents three stages 
of walking, dreaming and sleeping stages. 
Between each of the two recitations of 
AUM is the sound of silence, the Turiya 


stage. Divine Master ‘Sai Baba’ says that 
God is heard only in silence, when one is 


meditnting on AUM (Turiya stage). The 
continous recitation of AUM is the inhailing 
of Oxygen and exhaling of Carbondie Oxide, 
the intake of purity and outtake of impurity. 
Thus, one gets slowly free of lower levels 
of consciousness and attains higher and 
purer levels of consciousness. Indirectly 
it rids this body of all unwanted gases and 
dead tissues are burnt in contact with 


Oxygen through blood, thereby the body 


remains fit enough to attend to ‘Karmas’ as 


referenced to in Gita, the celestial song: 
The significance of the AUM is spelt out in 
the following Shaloka : 


Aumkaram Bindu Sam Yuktam 
Nityam Dyanti Yoginha 
Kaamadam Mokhadham Chyava 


Omkaryha Namho Namha 
BHUH BHUVAN SVAH 


It refers to three lokas (worlds) (1)

BHUVAH : Atmosphere is full of pollution, 
gases carbondioxide, oxygen dust etc. 
World of Mind is a bundle of thoughts, 
million layers of throughts, has feelings 
of depression, joy, emotion, remains distur- 
bed, jumps from pillar to post and cannot 
sit at ease. The different states of mind 
` result in different moods and action or 
impulse as a reaction of mind shapes the 
character of an individual. Mind is influenc- 
ed by Karma Indriyas—sence of sight, sense 
of touch and can give all negative attributes 
to a human personality—Madha, Moha, 


Lobha, Kama and Karodha (Ego, attachment, 
greed, desire and anger). 


SASH : The region beyond atmosphere 
and stratosphere is unaffected by the 
gravitational pull of earth and also of the 
impact of spurious gases Or pollution in the 
atmosohere with regard to Manava it refers 
to cesual body, super consciousness or 
Aatman , which is pure and is unaffected 
by the problems With body and mind. 


The Worlds of BHUH and BHUVAH are 
in close proximity and certanly one affects 


the other. Due to continuous interaction 
between them the Svah Loka gets too distant 
as it becomes invisible due to having been 


enveloped with the dust and din of the 


Lokas of BHUHA and BHUVAH. For 
example we cannot see beyond, when 
clouds are enveloping the earth. In order 
to havea cleamer roflection of the Svka 
Loka which is like a clean inirror there has 
to be purity of body (lack of body conciou- 
sness) and stability of mind (purity of mind/ 
thought) BHUS and BHUVAH worlds of 
manava are impermanent, imaginery and 
unstable/change and hence it is essential to 
realise the Svah, the stable, the real and 
permanent which is light, effulgence, pure 


and bliss. The only objective of Manav 
(human) is to realise his true nature, his 
relationship with God to attain Advaitic 
consziousness ¿nd reach the stage of ‘You 
are the Light’ BHUH becomes light, 
BHUVAH becomes light and Savah is al- 
ready the radiance. lustre and illuminated, 


In the next few lines/words of the 
Gayatri Mantra, we glority the greatness, 
the splendour, the eternal and of unparalled 
intensity of energy and light of the Savitur 
(Savitri) which energies everything in the 
cosmos, millions of suns including the SUN 
of the Solar System. 


TAT : refers to the para shakti (Nirakar 
Para Brahm) 
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SAVITUR : Which shines like millions 
of Suns together having infinite heat and 


energy. 
VARENIYAUM : We adore that. 


BHARGO : Radiance, Lustre and 


Illumination. 
DEVASYA : Of the Divine Supreme. 


The next is prayer to the Divine Energy/ 
Divine Light to allow us to mediate on the 
DHEEMAHI, so that Dhiyo-yo Nah Pracho 
Dayat Om three lokas are illuminated and 
energised and our intellect is free of the 
effects of Kama Karma, Karodha, Moha, 
Lobha and Modha so that one-ness with the 


Divine is fully realised /attained. 


BHUV (body) : Gets free from disease, 
becomes sanctified and pure ; mind 


does not get bogged down with problems 
related to body and material objects. 


BHUVAS (mind) : -is enlightened, 
all impure thoughts are replaced by purer 
thoughts. The five dangerious enemies of 
Kama (desires) Karodha (anger), Lobha 
(greed), Moha (attachment) and Modha 
(Ego) are destroyed. There is equimanity, 
Stability and no reactions to sorrow or joy. 

SVAH : (Super consciousness) : - is 
illuminated. Budhi (Viveka) because Nirmal 
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and guides the body and mind to perform 
Nishkam Karma without fear and with utter 


and strong faith that “All Karmas are of 
God, By the God and For the God (He is 
the doer, it is for HIM and it is of HIM).

Dear Editor, 

After the recent death of President Zia 
of Pakistan, the atmorsphere in the valley 
especially Srinagar, become So much sur- 
charged that but for the timely clamping of

wrath of the people. He is now being 
oppenly abused is Public, a thing unthinka- 


ble few years back. The N.C, Cong (I) 
accord has given new life to these Funda- 


mentalist and anti-national elements. Now 
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they have beccne a force to recon with. 


The accord has with one stroke wiped 
away the Congress from the valley (if there 


was any few tears will be shed for this) 
but also destroyed the popular base of N.C. 
and creditability of its leadership. Previon- 
sly National Conference used to act as 
buffer for the people, new it has become 
feild day for fundamentalists and secessio- 
nists with all its attendent ills. Only 
achievenments of the accord has been a 
few ministenial berths for so called Congress 
men.

तीर्थराज 'कपालमोचन? दिगाम, 
लेखकः-पृथ्वीनाथ भट्ट, 


काश्मीर अपने प्राकृतिक सौंदर्य के साथ साथ अनेक 
तीर्थो के लिये भी प्रसिद्ध हैं | इनमें स्वामी अमरनाथ, 
भद्रकाली, शारदापीठ, क्षीरभवानी, चक्रेश्वर (हारी 
पर्वत), मारतण्ड(भवन या मटूटन) आदि प्रमुख हैं | 
इन्हीं प्रमुख तीर्थो में कपालमोचन भी ख्याति में किसी से 
कम नहीं | 


पश्चिमी पीरपंचाल पर्वतमाला के दामन में प्रसिद्ध 

कस्बा शोपयान(प्राचीन नाम सुरपायन) से कोई दो 
किलोमीटर पश्चिम में रंबीआरा(रम्यारा) नदी के बायें 

किनारे और लार नदी के दायें किनारे द्विगाम नामक ग्राम 

में तीर्थराज कपालमोचना स्थित हैं । राजतरंगिणी में 
द्विगाम का उल्लेख तरंग ७ के २६६ श्लोक में हुआ हैं, 

पर कपालमोचन का नहीं | फारसी इतिहास ग्रंथों में 
इसका उल्लेख अवश्य मिलता हैं | “'तारीखि-हसन'' 

में इसका उल्लेख अवश्य हैं | इसके अनुसार यहां 
प्राचीनकाल से मृतकों की मुक्ति के लिये श्राद्ध-क्रिया की 
जाती थी | इस तीर्थ में एक निर्मल जल से भरा तथा 
एक छोर से जल प्रवाह को बाहर उगलने वाला चतुवकोण 
कुण्ड हैं । इस कुण्ड के तट पर एक अतिप्राचीन लिंग 
हैं | इसी कुण्ड को कपालमोचन तीर्थ कहते हैं और 
लिंग का नाम कपालेश्वर शिव हैं | इस तीर्थ को यह 
महिमा हैं कि यहां उन मृतकों का श्राद्ध किया जा सकता 
है, जिनकी न तो ग्यारह दिन की ही और न एक वर्ष की 
ही प्रेत-क्रिया की गई हो और न ही वार्षिक श्राद्ध आदि 
किये जा सकते हैं । 


““हरचरितचिंतामणि”” नामक ग्रन्थ में तीर्थ 
कपालमोचन का दो बार उल्लेख हैं | भूंगीसंहिता में भी 
कपालमोचन माहात्म्य में इसकी महिमा का वर्णन हैं । 


उस माहात्म्य ग्रन्थ के अनुसार एक बार किसी 
कर्म-विण्णु और कर्म-बझा को अपने अपने अधिकार का 
इतना गर्व हो गया कि उनके हृदय में भगवान शिव की 
महिमा और महानता के प्रति अवहेलना का भाव उत्पन्न 
हुआ । भगवान शिव ने उनके इस मोह और दर्प को भंग 
करने के लिये एक अपरिमित ज्योतिर्लिंग को प्रकट 
किया | उस चकाचौंघ करने वाले लिंग को देखकर 
कर्मीवेष्णु और कर्म-ब्रह्मा घबरा गये और भगवान शिव 
के सम्मुख प्रकट हुए । भगवान शिव(श्रीकंठनाथ) ने 
दोनों को इस ज्योतिर्लिंग के आदि-अन्त का पता लगाने 
को कहा | कर्मब्रहप्र लिंग के ऊपर की ओर तथा 
कर्मविष्णु नीचे की ओर चल दिये । अतः- 
“तदज्ञान विनाशर्थमू मूर्तिमेतामसी किल, तेजः स्वरूपं 


सहसा प्रदोषे प्रादुरभूत तेजः स्वरूपं ज्ञात्वा तु स्यन्तं 
द्रष्टमिहोद्यतौ, ब्रह्मा जगामोपरिष्टाद्र अघस्ताद 
हरिरेव | ज्योतिर्लिंग के आदि-अन्त की कोई थाह न 
पाकर ब्रह्म और विष्णु थककर चूरचूर हो गये | विष्णु 
को शीघ्र विवेक आया और लौटकर भगवान शिव की 
स्तुति करने लगा । साथ ही अपनी इस असमर्थता को 
भी व्यक्त किया कि वे ज्योतिर्लिंग के आदि-अन्त का 
कहीं अन्त न पा सके । इसी बीच ब्रह्माजी भी आ 
पहुंचे । वे झूठ बोले कि उन्होंने लिंग का ऊपरी छोर देख 
लिया । ब्रह्मा जी ने तीन साक्षियों-गो, शंख और 
केतकीपुष्प को प्रस्तुत किया । भगवान शिव ब्रह्मा के 
असत्यवादन पर अतिक्रोषित हुए | उन्होंने गो, शंख 
और केतकीपुष्प को शाप दिया । स्वयं ब्रह्माजी का सिर 
ही भगवान शिव ने काट डाला और उसे अपने हाथ में 
उठाकर उसका पान-पात्र बना दिया | फिर शिवजी 


' सोचने लगे कि उनसे जो ब्रह्महत्या हुई उसका प्रायश्चित 
हो जाना चाहिये, इसलिये अनेक तीर्थो की यात्रा पर 
निकल पड़े | इस विषय में कपालमोचन माहात्म्य में 
इस प्रकार वर्णन हैं :- . हो

ब्रह्महत्या के प्रभाव से ब्रह्म का सिर उनके हाथ पर ही 

टिका रहा | उस यात्रा में वहीं उनका कपाल बना: 
रहा । ब्रह्महत्या भी एक राक्षसी के पेष में उनके पीछे 
पीछे चलती रही । कपाल को घारण किथे हुये शिवजी 
बारह वर्ष तक तीर्थ यात्रा करते करते काशी पहुंचे तो 
वहां ब्रह्महत्या Be गई | आगे मणि कर्ण तीर्थश पर 
स्नान करने से कपाल भी हाथ से छूट गया परन्तु कपाल 
की हड्डी तो हाथ पर ही टिकी रही | वहां से वे अन्य 
तीर्थो की यात्रा पर निकले । वे नन्दी वृषम पर सवार थे, 
पीछे पीछे रूद्रगण चल रहे थे | चलते चलते वे शूर्पायण 
(आधुनिक शोपयान) नामक स्थान पर पहुंचे तो काशी में 


छूटी हुई ब्रह्महत्या उनके पास पुनः प्रकट हुई । कपाल 
की हड्डी अभी तक छूटी न थी | इस पर उन्हें बडा क्रोध 
हुआ | उन्होंने अपने वाहन नन्दी को ब्रह्महत्या के पीछे 
दौड़ने को प्रेरित किया । नन्दी वृषम ज्यों ही तीव्रगति से 
ब्रह्महत्या के पीछे दौडने लगा त्याँ उसका एक खुर एक 
चट्टान से अटक गया । खुर को निकलने के लिये

तीव्रवेग और शक्ति के दबाव से उसका वह खुर भूमि में 
धंस गया । ज्यों ही नन्दी ने अपना खुर बड़ी कठिनाई से 
बाहर निकाला तो वहां एक कुण्ड बन गया | भगवान 
सूर्य भी सामने उपस्थित हुआ । ऐसा होते ही भगवान 
शिव के हाथ से कपाल की हडूडी छूट गई और ब्रह्महत्या 
सदा के लिये अदृश्य हो गई । इस संबंध में माहात्म्य 
ग्रन्थ में यों लिखा हैं :- 

इत्थं क्रोघाकुलेनापि हरेण वृषभः तदा । 

चोदितः प्राचलद्व त्यां प्रति तत्र महेश्वरि | | 

चलतो वृषमस्याशु खुरः रखलित्‌ SA | 

दूषल्लग्नः खुरस्तत्र पृथिव्यां जगदम्बिके | | 

खुरातू कुण्डं भूत्तत्र सूर्य पुरतुतवान हरः | 

सूर्योपि तत्र कुण्डे वै स्नात्वा तुष्टाव वै हरम्‌ | | 

कपालस्थि तु पलितं करात्तिप्रं हरस्य वै | 

हत्या सपरिवारा वै गता दूरं महेष्वरात्‌ | | 


ब्रह्म हत्या के दूर भागने पर जब शिवजी ने सामने 
उपस्थित सूर्य भगवान से पूछा कि इस घटना के विषय में 
उनका क्या विचार हैं तो वे बोले भगवन्‌ | मणिकर्ण 
तीर्थ में sensi की खोपडी छूट गई | फिर भी उसकी 
हडूडी आपके हाथ में टिकी रही । परन्तु यहां पर 
पहुंचकर ही वह भी छूट गई । इसलिये आपके अनुग्रह 
से यह कुण्ड 'कपालमोचन' कहलाये और अपूर्व 
तीर्थस्थान बनेः- 

“'कपालमोचनम्‌ नाम तीर्थ, भवतु ते 

वरात्‌ l” 
फिर एक बार छूटी हुई खोपडी जब दूसरी बार यहां छूटी 
तो इस स्थान का नाम द्विगाम हो गया । सूर्य भगवान 
की इस विज्ञापना को सुनकर भगवान शिव प्रसन्न हुये 
और उन्हें बरदान दिया कि इस डिग्राम में स्थित यह तीर्थ 
कपालमोचन तीर्थ कहलाये और गर्भपात, शैशवमृत्यु 
आदि से मरे हुओं तथा अन्यू क्रिया-कर्महीन मृतकों का 
उद्दार यह पवित्र तीर्थ करता रहे । दविग्राम में स्थित यह 
तीर्थ सदा पापनाशक बनता रहे:-

कपालमोचनमू नाम तीर्थ भवतु मेरिचम्‌ , 
भ्रूणहा ह्याम गर्भाष्व मृतगर्भाव्व सुन्दरि,

(स्मरण रखना चाहिये कि कपालमोचन माहात्म्य रमैव, 
भैरवी सम्बाद के रूप में प्राप्य है तभी सुन्दरि, प्रिये शब्दों

अतः भक्तजन जान गये होंगे कि कपालमोचन तीर्थ 
की कितनी महिमा हैं । 
यहां छोटी अवस्था में मरे हुये बालकों और कन्याओं का 
श्राद्ध किया जाता हैं । अग्नि में ज़िंदा जले हुए, पानी में 
डूबे हुये तथा आत्महत्या से, भूतप्रेतबाघा से, शेर-रीछ

से तथा दुर्घटनाओं से जिनकी अकालमृत्यु हुई हो, उन 
मृतकों का भी उद्दार कपालमोचन शाद्ध से तोता हैं 
चरकों में पड़े हुए यमकिंकरों से कषु पाने वाले प्रेतभाव में 
पडे रहने वाले, पशु-पक्षी योनियों में पड़े रहने वाले जीवों 
का उद्वार भी यहां श्राद्ध से होता हैं | मानव इस पुण्य 
तीर्थ पर अपने कुल, मातामहकुल, तथा बांघवों, मित्रों 
ओर परिचित व्यक्तियों के कुलों से संबन्धित पितरों का 
उद्धार आद द्वारा कर सकते हैं | इतना ही नहीं पूर्वजन्म 
संबंधी पितरों का भी यहां श्राद्ध दारा उद्धार किया जा 
सकता हैं । 


कपालमोचन श्राद्ध विशेषतः श्रावणशुक्लपक्ष द्वादशीं 
को किया जाता हैं | आश्विन कृष्ण पक्ष की अमावस्या 
को भी श्राद्ध का विघान हैं । उदय तर्पण, पिण्डदान 
आदि के बाद छोटे-छोटे बालक-बालकियों की पूजा की 
जाती हैं, उन्हें अन्नक्षीर खिला दी जाती हैं | श्राद्ध के 
बाद भगवान कपालेश्वर शिव की पूजा की जाती हैं 
जिससे तीर्थ फल की प्राप्ति पूर्ण समझी जाती हैं । 
यात्रियों के ठहरने के लिये घर्मशाला का प्रबन्ध भी हैं |
